It c h a r g e that 
corruption exists in every department 
in the city o f Chicago and Cook county, 
and provides for a joint committee o f 
three from the senate and four from the 
house to have full powder to investigate 
the whole city and county m achinery 
and report its finding to the general as­ 
sembly.

Income Tax Returns May Foot Up Over 
S 60.000.000. 
W ashington, March 5.—The number 
of persons and corporations liable to 
taxation under the provisions of the in­ 
come tax law was originally estimated 
at 85,000. It is now believed that returns 
will show that over 250,000 Individuals, 
estates and corporations are in receipt 
of annual net incomes in excess of $5,- 
000. 
Blanks to the number of 300,000 
were sent out to revenue collectors, but 
that supply proving entirely inade­ 
quate. another 300,000 lot was printed, 
and now these are more than half gone. 
Upon information offered by revenue 
collectors the commissioner of internal 
revenue bases an opinion that very lit­ 
tle trouble Is going to be experienced 
in collecting the tax, and that it will be 
honestly paid without serious objection.

Every Janesville citizen imperfectly 
w illing th at such a w ar should be de­ 
clared a t once, and th a t it be waged 
in earnest until all monopolies are 
broken d o m . and cheaper “ hello” in­ 
strum ents guaranteed to the people. 
Janesville patron** have been watch­ 
ing the telephone litigation in the 
United States court w ith much inter­ 
est and the decision of Justice Harlan 
la received w ith general satisfaction. 
A nticipating 6uch a decision a num­ 
ber of Janesville people got ready to 
form a local company to establish an 
exchange in this city and place tele­ 
phones a t a reaeanable cost to both 
business men and house occupants.

This is certainly a thrifty proposal 
in so far as the city is concerned, as it 
would obtain the money to make 
purchase wholly at the risk of 
stave If the waterworks should prove 
sufficiently profitable to pay off the 
m ortgage the city would own them, 
without having expended or even put 
one dollar of its own a t risk in the 
m atter, while if the works did not 
prove profitable enough to pay off the 
mortgage from the income all the state 
could get would be the w ater works. 
Manifestly it would be equally proper 
for the state to invest its tru st funds 
in the purchase and operation of such 
or any other w ater works, or in any 
business enterprises whatever. Other 
cities of the state desire to purchase 
w ater works and find the constitn 
tional restriction in their way 
and 
this bill will suggest to them th a t if 
Eau Claire can purchase w ater works, 
wholly a t the risk of the state, w ith­ 
out paying anything 
from its own 
funds or incurring any debt, they may 
do the same thing, and thus a large 
share of the t n t funds of the state 
would soon be a t risk in ordinary bus­ 
iness enterprises, which neither the 
state or trustee of its funds can legally 
or prndentty em bark in.
